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JAPAN AND RUSSIA.

That the Japanese possessed newer and 
more suitable fighting ships, thosé out in 
the Far Eest possessed of expert knowledge 
have steadily maintained ; that the crews 
were under better discipline, and the officers 
in all that, concerned their duty afloat were 
far ahead of their probable Russian adver- 
anries the same experts, in the face of 
European authorities to the contrary, also 
steadily maintained. That the Japanese 
would fight for their country to the last, 
and were second to none in courage and 
promptitude was penerally acknowledged. 
That they should possess over and above all 
these qualifications a power of concentration 
and self control, never to be found except 
ion conjunction with the highest mental and 
intellectual power, was more than we could 
naturally expect ; and therefore did not look 
for. The two Japanese attacks on Port 
Arthur of the 8th and 13th February deserve 
all the encomiums we bave passed ; but in 
addition to this, and in view of the markedly 
original, and hitherto unprecedented nature 
of the attack, it is not too much to say that 
the Japanese tactics at Port Arthur open 
outa aistinctly new chapter in naval warfare. 
The lesson to he impressed on the generation 
is, however, the old one of the valley of 
Elah, when Gotiatu of Gath, whose spear 
shaft was like a weaver’s bean, was .not- 
withstanding, or rather in consequence o 
the weight of his offensive armour, put hors 
de combat at the first stroke. Davip's sling 
and stone, the prototype of the Japanese 
torpedo-boat, was a far more effective 
weapon in the hands of the skilled slinger 
than the overweighted and uuhandy spear 
carried by his opponent. Having said so 
much for the wepous, we must nut neglect 
the men, Had the weapons been reversed, 
and Gottarn the slinger, is there any reason 
to doubt that the result would have been 
the same? We need not descant on the 
other similarities in the two stories; the 
boastful brag of GoutatH, who had afflicted 


. the minds of all. Lekulders by the mere 


bigness of his body, and the plain, simple 
faith of the uther in the goodness of his 
cause —and, it must uot Le forgotten, the 
skill of the trained slinger. 


Itis not, however, so much to poiut out the 
circumstances under which the skirmish — 
for technically, in the «bsence of any definite 


‘result save the damage done to certain of 


the Russian ships, the action at Port Arthur 
was but a skirmish—proved so disastrous to 
Russian arms, and Russian prestige, as to 
indicate its probable effect on the future of , 
the. campaign, that we write these lines. { 
Jhere is little doubt that the first idea of ; 
the Russians was that the war was to be, in | 
the main, on their side offensive; hut the 
circumstance of having the two ports 
Viadivostock and Port Arthur endangered 
at the outset somewhat  disconcerted 
tueir cperations, ‘The Russian  com- 
mauder was evidently unsettled in his 
mind as to which to make his ‘basis of 
operations, and divided his fleet between 
the two. Seeing ut the last moment the 
error, he attempted to unite the two 
squadrons, but the Japanese at once inter- 
posed their fleet between the two separated 
divisions. As au offensive post Port 
Arthur, as long as the Power holding it 
has command of the sea, must coutiuue to 
be‘ot supreme importance in any Power in 
hostility with Japan ; and this was evident- 
ly thoroughly understood by the Japanese 


‘commanders, who conceived the bold design 


of so far weakening its resources as to 
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reduco its offensive power. In this the 
Japanese admiral was more successful 
evidently than he had any reason to expect. 
The Russian admiral also saw this very 
evident position, and acting on his 
knowledge set his fleet in motion, apparently 
in the hope of meeting one of the Japancse 
squadrons, and being able to inflict on it 
serious damage, or even to capture or put 
out of action so many ships as to give a pre- 
ponderance to the Russian Port Arthur 
squadron. Not seeing any apparent signs 
of the enemy, he, probably in order to be in 
time for the intended festivities on tlio 
‘evening of the 8th February, returned to 
port, but did not take all his ships into 

arhour. As we have before remarked, no 
nation on earth possesses a more thoroughly 
organised intelligence department than the 
Japanese. The commander of the squadron 
evidently was able to penetrate the Russian 
plan of action, but he did more; he 
had obtained by some means a copy of the 
Russian private code of: signals, and 
apparently had come to learn of the intended 
entertainment. He was not slow to turn 
his information to the best advantage, and 
herein was plainly shown the advantage 
that Daviv had over Gouiatn. In a word, 
while GuttatH was pluming bimself on the 
superiority of his armour, the other had 
made up his mind to action, and discarding 
the weapons offercd by Sau, armed him- 
self with a golitary sling and staff. Even 
Davip seems to have had too much self 
confidence, for having succeeded in killiby 
his opponent, he had not the means to com- 
plete the victory by cutting off his bead, 
and had to depend on the enemy’s sword 
for the purpose. It was hardly to be 
expected that a second attack on Port 
Arthur would have been equally advan- 
tageous. The Jupanese did, however, succeed 
in sull further weakening the enemy; and, 
seeing that nothing more remained possible, 
wisely retired. So ended the first act of a 
very serious drama. 


What followed is not less interesting, aud. 
though there has as yet resulted no actual 
fighting, the stage is plainly being cleared 
for the second act ; and we can begin to form 
some forecast of its aims. We have before 
spoken of the waut of initiative in the 
Russian character. This we showed was 
conspicuously shown in her 
which was a mere repetition uf certain well- 
worn devices; they had been eminently suc- 
cessful before, and, thought Russia, that 
was a sufficiently good reason for trying 
thern again. To a certain extent they 
proved successful again in Europe. Even 
Great Britain at first was deceived into 
believing in the omnipotence of Russia ; and 
left Ler an open door to establish herself in 
Port Arthur, the fruitful source of the 
present trouble. 


But not less devoid of 
Russia's military history. 
years ago Sweden was 
to be the most powerful of Europcan 
states. Its King, Cuiartes XIU, declared 
war against Perer the Great, and there is no 
doubt had the campaign.been carried out with 
any ordinary degree of prudence that the 
present position of affairs would have been 
reversed and Russia remained a third-rate 
Power. Not content with the victory that 
was in his hands, CHarires, who though a 
soldier was uo general, attempted a mad 
movement on the Ukraine, and left his flank 
exposed. When he had in Perer’s opinion 
goue far enough the latter attacked him, 
destroyed his army, and forced CHar.es 
with a few followers to take refuge in Tur- 
key. Sweden never recovered the blow. A 
hundred years later Napoleon made war

equally successfully on Russia. Russia 
however, adopted the same tactics as before ; 
she permitted Napoxxon to actually ocoupy 
Moscow, and then came her revenge. The 
world looked on in wonder at the gigantic 
sacrifices Russia had made, and shook its 


-head. Tha result was the ruin of NaPoLeon, 


and his schemes of universal dominion. 
Now of course the scene has shifted, and it 
is Russia who dreams the dream. Con- 
scious that she was marked out as the next 
victim for Russia's ambition, Japan has 
declared war; but here the resemblance 
ends. Japan certainly has no object of in- 
vading Russia ; she seeks no aggrandisement 
of power or territory; ber aims are ter- 
n:inated by her desire to be let alone. The 
giant was preparing with his weaver’s beam 
to strike his small adversary to the ground ; 
but the youth, taking advantage of 
the niomentary neglect of his guard, ad- 
ministered a painful and damaging blow. 


Prudence no less than ordinary self-respect 


would have recornnended silence; but Russia, 
like an underbred cur, at once commenced 
to howl, much to the disgust ofthe onlookers,. 
who from the previous Gorrata-like, boast- 
ings of the giant, at least expected a good 
fight. But Russia has been even more 
foolish ; for in her rage she has exposed her 
own methods ; and it is noteworthy that the 

are the same identically as those whic 

twice before, under very different circum- 
stances, and when she wns a comparatively 
insignificant Power, stood her ind-ed in 
good stead. Russia’s greed for territory 
led her in 1860 to take advantage of China's 
weakness to seize in no very creditable 
manner) the sea.coast of Manchuria, and 
there, proud of her achievement, she es- 
tablished the apparent stronghold of 
Viadivostock, which she has ever since 
maintained as a threat against her neigh- 
bours on the Pacific. Fora time Vladivo- 
stock indeed looked formidable, but with 
the advance of the offensive puwer of 
modern artillery turned out little better 
than a delusion. Vladivostock in fact is an 
idcal fortress—for the attacking force ; and 
probably no stronghold in the world offers 
such a temptation for bombardment by a 
strong naval Power. Fortunately Russia 
was the very last of the Powers to find this 
ut, and no friend was kind enough to 
point it out to her till she was unwise 
gnough to prochim it to the world. 
‘emporarily checked at Port Arthur, and 
deprived of the immediate means of carrying 
on from there an aggressive policy, she has 
no more originality than to fall back on the 
old expedient of seeking to draw the new 
enemy to commit the mistake of her former 
invaders. Wo reveal now no secrets, for 
Japan has shown how much hetter than the 
other she comprehends the possibilities of 
modern warfare, ~ Russia has declared her 
intention of leaving both Port Arthur and 
Vladivostock and retiring into the heart of 
the Manchurian wilds, in the full expecta- 
tion that Japan will repeal the mistakes of 
her predecessurs. But is Japan likely 
to be caught by such very autiquated 
strategy? We opine that nothing would 
suit Japax’s immediate policy _ better 
than such a move. Japan has not entered 
on the war with the object of territorial 
expausion, whatever may be thie final result, 
and probably nothing would suit her better 
at the moment. At all events, the interest 
of the onlookers is at the moment centred

The steps which Russia is tuking at the 
present moment with rezerd t» what may 
be called the wider range of the war—the 
points, that is, where it affects other nations 
than herse'f and Japan—are being closely 
watched by all concerued. Two telegrams 
whieh we publish to-day throw a good deal 
of light on Russia’s policy. In: the fir-t 
place, all British subjects have been expel- 
led from Vladivostock, says our Tientsin 
correspondent. Vladivostock can hardly be 
considered a desirable place for a ueutral to 
live in at the present moment, and British 
subjects are not loth to leiwe, we inagine. 
The word ‘expelled,’ however, has an 
unpleisant ring, and particulars of the 
trea‘ment accorded to Mr. Scuwase and 
thé other British residents will be anxiously 
awailed. Numerous acts of viclence by 
Russians against other people in various 
parts of the North have heen reported — 
notably the assault on Mr. Mriter, United 
States Consul at Newchwang—and it is 
plain that the temper of the Russian soldiery 
a least is not to be trusted. The other peiut 
to which we wish to draw attention is the 
attitude which Ruasia is taking up with 
regard to the question of cuntraband of war. 
She has deel:red coal, rice, aid foo l-stuffs 
to be contrabuud. The ques ion of coal is 
the most important. Russisn warships in 
the Gult of Su:z have already made several 
seiz res of slescers carryine coal, and 

Aiouzh all, up to the case of the Criel, re- 
po:ted by Reurer, seem to have been 
released, vet the fact uf the vessels’ szizure 
and deteation must do much harm to trade. 
It is noteworthy that by declaring, in the 
preset war, that coal will be cousitered by 
her coutraband, Russia is making wu u-w 
departue. Hitherto sbe has refused to do 
so, and indeed in 1884, st the time of the 
West Alricin Conference, announced tht 
she woull categuricily refus2 ber conseni 
to any articles in any treaty, conveution, oF 
instrume.t whatever which would impl« 
such recoguition of coal as contraband. 
The peculiarly awkward pusition in which 
she finds herself in the war with 
Japan has ciused Russia to inake an 
entire change of front on the coal questivu. 
It anpers that she intends to use such of 
her fivet as remain< iu the Gulf of Suez to 
stop all supplies of coal coming out to Japan 
from British home ports. ‘I'be cval-carny- 
ing vessels have, of course, tte option of 
coming out to Japuu via the Cape, thereby 
losing considerable time, but avuidiny the 
risk of meeting Russian warships uulcss 
there be any such in the Atlantic at 
present. It remai-s to be seen how 
Russia's seizure of coal-carrying vessels 
will Le received in Great Britain. It is 
ineviluble thas difficulties shall arise over 
the question of “contraband of war” in 
every war.

THE «OMENG LAND CAMPAIGN.

By degrees the probable course of the 
sumiucr’s campaign is beginning to develop 
in Corea, Admuably chos:n as the tor- 
tresses at, Port Aribur and Viadivostuck are 
for an enti rprising enemy with command of 
the sea, and always capable of acting uu the 
offeus:ve, they are buth more or less of a 
. trap. when the bolder has ts act on the de- 
fensive. In the first plate, they are cach at 
the extremity of Russia’s alvance, and 
supplies con only be obtained from the rear, 
and from distant ssurces ; aud in the <eeand, 
both are so placed as to be subject tu bein- 
bardment, without being able to inflict any 
very ‘serious injury in returu’on the enemy. 


ET 
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The enormous distance of both fortresses 
from their bases of supply, and the imper- 
fect t.eans bot: have of obtaining reinfurce- 
ments are, however, their great source of 
weakness. As long as the holder of each 
remained in command of the sea, these 
disadvantages were; of course, limited, and 
looking at the two as merely points d'appui 
for further advance, both were admirably 
selected. As it: was the general opinion, 
not only in Russia itself, but throughout 
Europe, that Russia would continue to have 
the advantage at sea, it was c.nsidered that 
an early attack on Japan would mart the 
opening of the campaign ; and though it 
was generally recognise] that the Japanese 
would offer a very determined and formida- 
ble defence, it was unlikely that in the long 
run their resources would stind the wear 
and tear of a prolonged war. 

It spenks volumes for the militury tactics 
of the Japanese that within twenty-four 
hours after the first shot was fired all these 
confident forecasts were falsified ; and, so far 
from the war on their side heing defensive, 
within the first two days the venue was 
entirely chinged, and the Japaucse had not 
only the choice of begidning, but had 
actually force 1 the eneuy t> fight on the de- 
fensive - in a war, toa, where all the danger 
and damage lay with the defence. For the 
moment, at least, Japan is mistress of the 
rea, and is thus in the position in which 
Russia hoped to fiu-l herself, of being able 
unmovested to land her forces at any part 
of the Curean or Manchurian coasts she 
might select.

COREA’S AGREEMENT WITH 
JAPAN. 


: —~-—~—- - 
i(Daily Press, 1st March.) 

Abdut the end of the third week of January 
last—the news was first published to the 
world,on the 23rd of that month—Corea 
proclaimed that, in event of war between 
Japan and Russia, she would ‘ remain 
neutral, It was announced very shortly 
after this that Russia did not approve of 
the declaration; yet, almost at the same 
time, it was reported that it was due to the 
machinations of a secret association of 
Belgiane, French, aud Russians in com- 
munication with some of the higher Corean 
officials that the Seoul Governinent had taken 
t e step. On the 8th February the Russian 
warship Koreclz, coming out of Chemulpo 
hiurbour, fired what is alleged to have been 
the first shot in the war at a Japanese 
squadron then approaching Chemulpo. On 
the next day the Japanese vessels destroyed 
the Korectz and Varyay, and proceeded to 
land troops at Chemulpo, Refusing to 
recognise the neu‘rality of Corea, the 
Jupanese proccede | to oveupy Seoul, which 
was In their hands about the I1th ultimo. 
Weether simultaneously they effected a 
landing in any other part of Corea is un- 
known. It seems more thau probable that 
they did su at Fusan at least, iu order to 
keep control of the unfinished Fusan-Seoul 
railway line; and the large number of tran- 
sp:rts known to have been collested at 
Nagasaki and elsewhere have not yet been 
accounted for, All means of telegraphic 
communication (except Russian laud lines 
to Europe) having been in Japanese 
hands for some time, it is easy to- under- 
stand why we should have heard no- 
thing of what las heer happening in 
Southern and Easteru Corea. Anyhow, it is 
certain that the Crean capital has besa 
in Japan’s ‘possession for nearly tweutif 
days, that she has been pouring troops in, 
while her fleet has securely tied up the- 

| Russian squadron at Port Arthur, and that 
her forces have been steadily advaucing on 
Ping-yang, in Phyeng-an, the north-westero- 
most province of Corea, Now it appears, 
by our Kobe telegram which we publish 
tu-day, that on the 28rd February Corea 
‘signed a treaty of alliances with Jupan, ap- 
| parently, as our correspondent says, ranging 
her with Japan as a belligercnt and render- 
ing invalid her pvevious declaration of 
neutrality. Perhaps the prec'se siguificance 
of this alliance ix not great. Seoul and the 
Corean Court being in. Japimese custody, 
Corea could but fall in with Japan’s wishes. 
For Corea all that the agreement with 
Japan means is that Corea will give up the 
hopeless task of attempting to maintain 
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neutrality between the two Powers pre- 
pring to bettle in her territory, neither of 
whom in the slightest degree intended to ; 
respect her neutrality. In event of Russian | 
success iu the war sho might fall a prey to | 
Russia (with the consent of Europe and the 
United States); but, had she remained | 
neutral, Russian success would still have ‘ 
meant Russia's predominance iu, and gradual 
ubsorption of, Corea. On the other hand, 
‘Corea’s alliance with J apan promises to her, 
should Japan win, a larger measure of 
autonomy under Japanese guidance than 
she could otherwise expect. In yielding to 
compulsion, Corea has done herself ut least ! 
no harm.

New Zealand “after years’ experience” 
(we quote the telegram) agreed prohibi- 
“tion of Chinese immigration imperative 


“in tbe best interests of British com. 
“ munities, especislly those -with, or likely _ 


“to have, responsible Government... , 
“Great dangers would be introduced by 
“ Chinese influx, however stringent con- 
‘ditions of introduction and employ- 
“ment may be . . .. In South Africa 
“such introduction may ‘créate -vested 
“interests on the part of employers, making 
“it extremeiy difficult to terminate practica 
“onc sanctioned.” The New . Zealand 
Government coacluded with on earnest ap- 
peal for consideration, stating finally that 
they thought the immediate advantag:s of 
the introduction of Chinese would be dearly 
purchased by the influx of a foreigu element, 
“dangerous while unassimilatud, and not 
to be assimilated withont prejudice to our 
progress, institutions, and patriotic ideals.” 
Mr. Lyrretton, in reply, fully recognised 
the right of all self-governing Colonies to 


express their opinion on so important a. 


question, but stated that “ His Majesty's 
Government have declare? that their policy 
is to treat the Transvaal as though it were 
a self-governing Colony,: unless a distinct 
Imperial interest is concerned.” He went 
on to say that it must not be forgotten that 
there is much that is abnormal ‘in the 
economic condition of the Transvaal which 
may call for abnormal measures, and the 
Government, consistently with the policy 
which they have laid down, could not refuse 
to accede to the wishes of one part of the 
Empire on a matter which it regarded ns of 
parainount importance: to its well-being, in 
deference to representations from another

The 
f ur cther vessels stvered off to the north- 
east. They’ were di covered by the enzmy's 
search-lights and subjected to a violent oross- 
fire from the shore batteries. ‘he eagiues of 
the Bushu-maru were put out of gear by a shell, 
and ste was eventually scuttled near the 
Tenshin-muru, The Buyo-maru was riddled 
by shells and sunk b fore reaching the 
entrance. The Hoko-maru and Jinsen-maru 
procaeded at fall speed into the entrance. 
‘I'he former sunk near Removizin Poiut, and 
the latter on the opposite side of the passage, 
These vesszls were blown up with explosives - 
that had been prepared on board, their crews 
cheering as they witnessed them founder from 
the boate.

News from Port Arthur to the 2Ist is that 
the battleship Retvizan, stranded at the mouth 
of the harbour, is being dismantled ‘as rapidly 
as possible, the Russians workiog night and day 
taking out her guns, fittings, etc.. One of the 
damaged Russian cruisers has been taken into 
the only dock, but her bottom is very seriously 
injured, and it is not known when her repairs 
will be completed. The cruiser Novik is lying 
in the west basin wilh a very heavy list, in fact 
almost on her beam ends.

A few farther detuils regarding the Russian 
refugees now at Hongkong on the Ltalian 
cruisers Elba are interesting. When they first 
took refuge on the Elba at Chemulpo the. 
teuperature was many degrees below freezing 
point, yet the Italiau sailors cheerfully gave up 
their blankets to them. Admiral Bridge paid 
a visit to the Elba at Hongkong, and saw 
the wounded midshipman, who has been oceupy- 
iug the cabin of the second in command, 
The captain of the Elba had two Russian 
officers in his sitting-room. Other officers, also, 
have given up their quarters, and now sleep in 
hammocks. When oue considers the clock- 
work discipline of a warship, and how much 
one “outsi-ter” is in the way, one may ima- 
gine what inconvenience the 181 refugees have 
caused the crew of the Elba, which in itself 
only consists of some 250 men, The Russian 
Consul at Hongkong is much touched by the 
hospitality shown to the refugees by their 
Italian comrades, He is now busy provid- 
ing clothing to them snitable to a 
warm climate, having received full discre- 
tionary powers. from his Government to — 
supply the men's wants, His Excallency Mr. 
F. H. May, C.M.G., the Officer Administering 
the Gov-rnment, has granted permission for 
the wounded midshipman to bs landed and 
placed in the Government Civil Hospital. The 
Italian Government is makiog +rrrangements 
as to the destination of the refugees, 

NORTHERN NEWS. 

A native report says that the defence of 
Viadivostock is very inefficient. There are only 
10 torpedoes for the defence of the forts, 
Many of the latter need repairs. 

The Universal Gazette says that M. Lessar, 
the Russian Minister, has not accepted the 
proposal of the Wuiwapu, to send the Mundjour 
away from portor to put her out of commission 
as the only alternative. The French Minister 
has advised M. Lessar to Jand the. guns and 
arms of the sfundjour. : weg 

Since M. Pavloff, the Russian Minister. at 
Seoul, withdrew from the Corean capital, the 
Russian Consul at tusan appears to have been 
placed in an awkward position. It is stated the 
Consul received no information whatever from 
M. Pavloff of the withdrawal of the Russian 
Legation, but was informed of the event by the 
Japanese authorities. As the telegraph between - 
Fusan and aie. sie interrupted, the 
Consal has no channel through which to ask for 
imstructions immediately as to the course to be 
taken by him. He is at present under the 
protection of the Japanese authorities, having, 
it would seem, been forgotten by his Minister. 

The steamer Providence from Shanghai {o 
Chinwangtao, arrived at Tientsin on the 25th 
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dl& Her passengers discredited the reported 
Japanesa losses at Port Arthur, as the Pro. 
vidence was stopped early on the 25th. closs to 
Port Arthur by the Japinese squadron, which 
was then apparently quits sound. 

The Stnwenpio vathers from o Kinchow 
despitch that upon the arrival cof a reinforce- 
ment of over 10,000 Russian troops at Liao- 
yang, the Russiin authorities ordered the Tar- 
tar General Tseug-chi and his civil and military 


subordinatas to la ve their Yurers and cross - 


over fo Kinchow, as the Russians wished to usy 
the Yamens this vacated as sLore-honses for pen- 
visions, efc. The Turtar General has given no 
reply to tha Russians, as he did not know what 
to say fo this aqureasonabla request. [tis fur- 
ther stid that Teen -shilis dacidad to roniin 
at his post, no matter what happens.

THE JAPANESE-COREAN PROTOCOL, 

The following ix the text of tha Prolocal 
signed on the ZUrd ult, between Japan and 
Corea :— 

Mr. Gonsuke Hayashi, Envoy Exvtriordinary 
and Minister Pleninotentiary of ‘lis ‘lajesty 
the Emperor of Japan. and Major-General 
Yetchi Yong, Minister of “tate for Foreiga 
Affairs, per interim, of LUfis Majesty the 
Emperor of Corea, being respectively daly 
empowerad for the purpose, have agreed upon 
the following articles :— 


Art. I.—For the purposa of imaintain- 
ing a permanent and solid  fmendship 
between Japau and Corea, and _ firmly 


establishiag peace in the Fac Kast, the [mparial 
Govearomeut of Corea shall placs full confidence 


in tho Imperial Government of Japai, and’ 


adopt the advice of the litter in regard to 
improvements in administration. 

Att. IT .—fbe Imperial Government of 
Japan shall, iua spirit of firm friendstip. 
eusure the safe'y and repuse of the Imperial 
House of Corea. 

Art. I0'.—The Imperial Government of Japan 
definitively guarantees the independencs and 
territorial integrity of the Corean Empire. 

Art. 1V.—In case the welfa-e of the [mperial 
House of Corea, or the territorial integrity of 
Corea, is endaugered by th: aggression of a 
third Power or iuternal disturbane-s, the 
Imperial Goverument of Japan © shall 
immed.ately taka such n-ce-sary measures as 
circumstances require, and in su-h cise, the 
Imperial Goverument of Corea shall give full 
facilities to promole all uction of ths Imperial 
Japanese Goverument. ‘The Imperial Gov-rao- 
ment of Jupan may, for the attainment of the 
above-ineutioned object, occupy, jwhen the 
circumstances require if, sich places as may be 
necessary from strategic poia's of view. 

Art. V.—The Government of the two conn- 
tries shall not, ion the fatare, without matfual 
consent, couclude with a third Power such aa 
arrangemeut as may be contrary to the prin- 
ciples of present protocol. 

Art. VI.-—Detuils in connection with present 
protocol shall-be arranged, as circu-nstances at 
maturity. between the Represeutatica of Jnpin 
and the Minister of State for Foreigu Affairs 
of Corea. 

THE REFUG7ES ON THE “ELBA,” 

Wo little curiosity has been felt locally as to 
what is going to be done with the Ltussian 
refugees picked up by the [falian critiser Kiba 
at Chemulpo on the 9th ult. and brought down 
by her to Hongkong. roe uumber some 180 
(as the complement of the Hlba 1s only 250, it 
may be imugined that their pres-nce on board 
her for nearly a month put the Ctaliais to no 
Jittle inconvenieace) and inclu~e some wounded. 
We ara now able to slate, on the most reliable 
authority, that the arrangements for the future 
of the refugees hare all been settled 
and that they will leave ou the M:+ssageries 
Maritimes s.s. Australien for Saigon to-morrow, 
They, together with the refuges on the French 
cruiser Pascal, will then go on to Co'ombo, 
where the rest of the rescued crews are detained 
When the whole body of the refugees are 
gathered together, they will be seut back to 
Russia on perole. Probab'y this afternoon 
Captain Borea of the Elba will formally hand 
over the refugees to the Russian Consul.

THE HONGKONG WEEKLY PRESS AND 
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A suminary of the’ negotiations with regard 
to the Chemulpo refugees will uo doubt be of 
interest {o our readers, and wa accordingly give 
one, as well ax a brief explanation cf the 
various international questions that have arisen 
in the matter. 

As is well known, on the 9th :Febrnary, after 
an unsuccessful engagement. just outside 
Cheusnulpo, the commander of the Russian war- 
ship Noreelz Liaw up his ship, and the erm- 
mander of tha Varyrg sank his vessel. declariny 
they int nded to take refuge on the nantral 
ships in Chemulpa harbour—the British Ta/bot, 
French Pascal, and the Ttalian Elia These 
vessels then sent. their boits and took off tha 
men, mauv of them wonndsd, and aoarmed.

In such 
cases, it has always been customary to 
detsin the refug es until the end of the war. 
This cux'om has also been inserted as an articls 
of the Hague convention, which expressly stipu- 
lates that nentral nations must d-tain until the 
end of the war the refugees from the bellige- 
rent armies which enter its territory they must 
he tufernes, i.e, sent info the interior of tha 
country, away from the freutier where the fight- 
ing i. goinganu..

Dear Sirs,—I'be attention of the committes 
of this Chamber kes been recently drawn by 
several! of the leading tirms in this Colony to 
the terms cf your cireular dated 29th ultimo, in 
which you intimata that the telegraph service 
Nitherto run jointly Uy your respective com- 
panies will be discoutinued as from the lst 
August and, in future, each company will 
transact ifs busiuess separately, 

It is scarcely necessary to print out that this 
stepon your part is net one which senders of 
telegrams. ard much less this Chamber, have 
any righ!, or wish, to criticise, 

The circnlar, however, gees on to inform 
senders of telegrams that iu future the present 
deposit system is to be terminated. and in its 
place conditions are substituted which may be 
summarised as follows :— : 

(1) A deposit is to ba made with the Charter- 
ed Bank of India, Australia,-and China for the 
juiul account of both companies. 

(2) ‘fhe amouat cf the depositis to b: fixed 
ty the companies and to represent the average 
cust of oue month's telégrams forwarded by bath 
companies’ lines, 4 

3) The interest on the depesit is to be 
retained by the companies. ; 

(4) Mouthly accounts payable on demand and 
indepeudentiy of the fixed depssits will be ren- 
dered by ea) compare. 

(5) If the abova option is not camplied_with, 
telegrams must be paid for in cash before trans- 
mission, 

It is with regard to these latter conditions 
that Tam to express the views of my committee. 
In the first place, barely tio days’ notice is 
given of the change of system aod of a demand 
for a large fixed depasit. My cammittee are of 
«piuion that.in view of the radical change which 
you have cff-cted in the conduct of your bu- 
siness, longer notics should have been given of 
the proposed change, 

In order ia facilitate the discussion «f the 
new conditions, I will refer to-them ia the 
order above mentioned : — 

1. It seems strange to my committes that 
while you find yourselves unable to receive 
deposits suffitent to cover c:urren§ business 
with L:th companivs as formerly, you are now 
able to receive a deposit in the joint naines 
of two compau es. Tue simplification of yaur 
accounts in these matters may be very desir- 
able to yoursalves,"but from a business point -f 

view this is uviversilly considered subsidiary to 
tie convenience cf customo:s. Farthor it does not 
se-mrightthat any person wishing tod business 
with one company alone should be ob'iged to 
d- posit b's fands with both companies joinily. 

3. In fixiug tho depo-it at the average ers. of 
one month’s telegrams if must be apparent to 
you that the advantags is allon your side. The 
utmost surely your companies cin demand is 
eash on deposit of a telegram immediately before 
its transmission. The month's deposit you

It has bsen stated by you 
ia raply to a member of this Chamber that the 
intention of this intetest is a fair com pedsation 
for the credit you give and the trouble of 
book-keeping. In paragraph No. 2 it is shown 
that uoder this new system the credit is given 
and not by you, unless indead 
you delay sanding out tho previous month's ac- 
-couuts, It does not, therefore, appear reasonable 
to my committee that you should demand extra 
payment for the trouble of entering in your own 
books transactions with your creditors. Thev 
are not aware that other timilar concerns 
demand this, or that this allowanca has ever 
previonsiy been claimed by your companies, It 
his always be n understood that the autho- 
vised tariff rates covered all expenses of 
the administration and left presumably a 
substantial amount of profit. 

4.—The rendering of monthly accounts calls 
for no special rem wk, as this occasions no more 
work on your part than formerly, if anything, 
trouble is saved to you, as neilher will you have 
Occasion to receive amounts for cover during the 
mouth nor will you~ hoox-keepers require to 
keep any watch ou overdrawn accounts (if any).

The utmost surely your Companies cau demand 
is cash on deposit of a telegram immediatoly 
before its transmission. The month's deposit 
you require means that for the best part of the 
month the sender of telagrams will bave a 
balance to his credit in yonr books. From the 
nature of your business it is uvreason:ble to 
ask bim to give your Companies this credit, nor 
does it appear necessary in such cases where there 
is no question as to the financial standing of 
the firm, or individual, with whom you are in 
business relations.

EXPLOSIVES ON BOARD STEAMERS 
: IN THE HARBOUR. : 
The following letter was read:— 
Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce. 
Hongkong, 26th: January, 1904. 

Sir,—I am directed to ‘acknowledge the 
receipt of your lettor of the 11thultimo enclosing 
copy of the new regulations issued by the 
Acting Harbour Master for the guidanos of 
officers in his department in dealing with vessels 
arriving in the harbour and carrying small 
quantities of daugerous goods. 

(2.\ In reply I am instructed to state that 
the Committee of this Chamber regret the 
Government's inability to carry out more fully 
their suggestions for the greater relaxation of 
the law in this matter so as to allow vessels to 
prcoeed direct to their berths in cases where 
the quantity of ammunition carried is small, 
and I am to point out that unless the Harbour 
Office official boards a vessel immediately on 
arrival, and before anchoring, the efficiency of 
the new r-gulations will be much impaired, un- 
less the master of a vessel carrying dangerous 
goods in small quantities not exceeding those 
laid down in regulation No, 1 is free to carry 
on to the o-dinary anchorago without fear of a 
fine being imposed. oo 

The Committes have every wish that the 
Government should know of all ammunition 
arriviug in the Colony so as to control the 
movements of such goods, but they- are unable 
{o uaderstand why the information collected by 
the boarding officers from the master of a vessel 
wailing to be allowed to anuhor should be any 
more accurate than that obtained in the same 
mannor after her arrival at the ordinary mer- 
chant vessel anchoragé, particularly as a permit 
is r-quirod to land dangerous goods even in 
small quantities. They therefore trust that 
His Exc 'llency the Officer Administering the 
Government will authorise the addition to the 
new regulations of a clausa suggested in the 
latter half of paragraph 2 so as to allow the . 
vessel to procaed direct to her anchorage or 
wharf.—I have the houour to be, Sir, your 
obedient servant. .

JAPANESE MARKETS AND HONGKONG SUGAR, 
[Copy]. 
To the Editor of the *‘ Daily Press,”

Sir,--In the leading article of your to-day's 
issue, 2 montion was made about Japan markets 
being ciosed against the refined sugar of Hong- 
kong by prohibitive tariffs, and as TL consider 
this statement is-apt to giva one rather an 
erroneous impiession of the real fact, I request 
you to spare your valuable space for this letter. 

The imp rt duties in Japan on sugir accor- 
ding to tho existing tariffs which came into 
force on lst January, 1899, are as follows : — 

Up to No, 14 Dutch standard, 5 per cent. ad, 
val., or .240 yon per picul. 

From No. 15 to 20, 1U par cent, ad. val., or 
.748 per picul. m 

Upward No. 20, 10 per cent. ad. val., or 
227 yen per picul. 

Apart from the import duty, the consumption 
tax is equally payable by imported sugar as woll 
as home products, ‘Thus the advantage derived 
by the Japanese sugar refiners under the exis. 
ing tariffs is limited to the difference of 5 per 
cent, between the import daty on raw sugur 
and that on r-fioed. Furthermore, this dis- 
crimivation had originally been aimed not 
against the fres Hongkong sugar buf against 
the bonnty-fed Contiuéatal sagar with which 
Japao’s markets had been “dumped” for some 
time past. ° 

In spite of the difference in tho import duty 
mentioned alove, during the year 1902 as much 
as five and half million yens’ worth of refined 
was imported into Japan from Hongkong and 
other places. 

I trust I have already given sufficient reasons 
to be able to claim that so far as sugar tariffs 
af Japan are concerned, they are not “ probibi- 
tive,” though they are, no doubt, to some extent 
“ preferential.”— Yours, etc.,

FINANCE COMMITTEE MEBT.NG. 

‘Thd anoual meeting of the Finance Committee 
of the Alice Memorial and Nethersoloe Hospitals 
was held on the 29th ult. in the Alice Memorial 
Hospital. Hon. A. W. Brewin presided, and there 
were also present Ron.

The SecrktTary submitted the anonal report 
which showed that during 19J3 the number of 
out-patients (individual cases) treated in connec- 
tion with the Alice Memorial and Nethersole 
Hospitals and Kowloon City Dispensary had 
deon 13,437, while the total attendances num- 
bered 4,838. Owing to the prevalence of 
bubonic p'ague during the summar months 
many left the Colony, aud others wera afraid 
to come to the hosptal lest they should 
bo report-d as suffering from plague, As 
a result the numbers for 1903 were some- 
what less than in 1952. Ia tha wards of-the 
Nethersole Hospital thera were 360 in-patients, 
aud in the Alice Mémorial Hospital 465, 
making o total of 825.

in-patients is not go satisfactory as in the Nether. 
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sole Hospital, which is situated on a higher 
level, A Chinese lady, having generously 
offered to build a hospital specially adapted 
for in-patients, and the Colonial Government 
through the good offices of His Excellency Sir 
Henry Blake, K.C.M.G., having promised a 
site, immediately to the west of the Nethersole 
Hospital. there is every prospect that in 1904 a 
scheme for extension will be carried out. On 
%srd July Lady Blake, in the presence of a repre- 
sentative gathering of those interested in the 
hospitals, laid the foundation-stone of the Alice 
Memorial Maternity Hospital. Lt was with 
great regret the Committee had to record the 
death of Mrs, H. D. Stevens, Matron of the has- 
pitals, who since 1891 had been closely connected 
with the daily work of the hospitals. Mrs 
Stevens was a faithful and efficient nurse. They 
were fortunate in having the services of Miss. 
Langdon, who had come asa voluntary worker 
to help Mrs. Stevens. The Evangelistic work 
has been carried on daily in the out-patient and 
in-pationt departments, and larga numbers have 
heard the Gospel who could not. have been 
reached by other agencies,

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Korea. By Anaus HAmILton. 
William Heinemann. 

Most assuredly Mr..Hamilfon could not have 
chosen a better time at which to bring out his 
book on Corea than naw, when the eyes of all the 
world dre turned in the direction of tha* little 
known country, where stiring events are already 
occurring and may be expectel to occur increas- 
ingly fora long time to come. He has, m4ro- 
over, not only chosen his time well, but be tas 
atso placed a good book before the public. Mr 
Hamilton writes well and iuterestingly alike of 
Corea's people and of its se nery—-abgat which 
latter, by the way, he is quite enthusiastic. 
Certainly in parts it must merit bis eulogies. 
About the Coreaus themselves Mr. Hamilton 
does not find it possible ty rhapsodise; iguc- 
rance and filth are nut pleasiug characteristics in 
any nation, and the Coreans show them to excess, 
Yet the author is not unsympathetic or unfair; 
only he cannot suppress the truth. The most 
important sections of the book, however, are 
those dealing wth the polilical sida of the 
Corean question. Mr. Hamilton discusses 
British, Amerfean, French, Belgian, German, 
Russian, and Japanes: influences in Corea, 
naturally devoting most attention to the twu 
’ last-cpamed infinences. He sketches the 
unending struggle of Japan and Russia for 
predominance at Seoul and throughout the 
cuuntry. ‘he story is a striking one, and it 
has, of course, just now reached its most ox- 
citing s:ane, in which the fatare of Corea must 
be settled, if not finally, at least for a long time 
-to come. Mr. Hamilton carries the narrative 
dow. to the 23rd October last, when a Japanese 
warship dropped anchor in the Yalu estuary 
near Yong-ampho, as a counter-demonstration 
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to Russia's intrigues and movements at that 
place. What bas happened since, or the ont- 
lines at least of what has happened, we know, 
It isto be noted that Mr. Hamilton severely 
censures the conduct of the Japinese in Corea 
toward the natives, and insists that, if the 
relations between the Powers are to coutinue 
upon a satisfactory footing in Corea, it will ba 
becessary for the Japanese Government to 
reinady existing abuses, He says that it is the 
scum of the Japanese nation which settled 
dow on Corea. I[t behoves Japan to get rid 
of Chis reproach. 

To tho chapters which are devotad tothe treaty 
ports, commerce, and finance, the writer bas es 
togethac much vs information, and has con- 
trived at the samie time to avoid the dulness of 
mere s'atistics. Ho is not encouraging to British 
readers in his remargs on the loss of Corean 
trade by Lrilish merchants and shippers. He 
quotes Lures to show that of the 1,160,865 tons 
of steum shipping entered at the open ports of 
Corea duriug 1902, 877,13 tons were Japanese 
165,782 Corean, 101,222 Russian, and 11,998 
British. And he remarks that of the carrying! 
trade of the Far Fast in general, the figures | 
which support our pre-eminence are misleading. 
“If the true conditi:ns were made manifest, 
it would be seen that, so fur from leading the | 
shipping of the world in the Far East, Great | 
Britain could claim but a snall proportion of 
the freights carried, Although we wy own 
tho ships, neither our markets nor our manu- 
factures ara associated with their cargoes.” 
Mr. Hamiltcn dwells strongty on the necessity | 
of securing a British nominees as sapervisor of | 
the maritima customs. Hig sketch of Mr. |

His character- 
drawing of the {peasant Tokichiro, who after- 
war s became the hero Hideyoshi. is an 
admirable piece of work, The story of his risa 
to the position of master of Japan is one of 
thrilling interest, It is very curions in these 
days when we are reading of Japanese torpedo, 
attacks on the Russian fleet at Port Arthur, of 
their naval gunnery, ¢f their infantry trained 


| on German principles, and of their regulations, 


with regard to war correspondents, to turn back 
to the old days when the gift of a few 
arquebuses by Christian missionaries enabled 
one small duzmyo to exalt himself at the expense 
of his neighbours, or when the fighting Buddhist 
mofiks of Negoro were a power to be reckoned 
with in war. There isa wonderful charm in old 
Japanese history, which is only intensified by 
the outward entire break between it and modern 
days. Yet we know that the spirit of duimyo 
and samurai is not dead, and it is therefore 
interesting to read of its manifestations in the 
old feudal times aud to compare them with those 
of new Japan. Mr. Murdoch's book helps the 
reader to do this, and he deserves our thanks 
therefore. He and his collaborator are to be 
complimented og their achievement.

NOTES FROM THE BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


A very fine creeper, Bewumonutiu grandiflora, 

trained over the deer pen eutrauce to the new 

garden, is now opening its flowe s When the 

majority of the flowers are open they make ona 
of the finest floral displays to ba seen at any 
time in the gardens. The indivieual flowers 
are white, about five inches in length, and be- 
tween three and four inches across, shaped very 
much like the white lily so common in Hong- 
kong, and sre produced in cymes at the ends of 
the branches. The leaves are opposite, varying 
in length from seven to twelv4 inches and about 
half a; broad. This fine creeper is a native of 
the Eastern Himalayas, aud bas been known in 
Envland for nearly a century, 

Bauhinia varieguta, a native of the East 
Indies, forms a small free and is a very conspi- 
cuous object when in flower. A specitaen may 
be seen on the east side of the steps just inside 
the Albany entrance. The flowers are arranged 
in small terminal corymbs, but as these are 
abundantly produced and each flower about three 
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Hioches in diameter there is no lack of bloom. 
|The general colour of the flowers reminds one 
of peach-blossom, but the lower petal is variously 
marked with purple and yellow. To show how 
this tree revels in producing flowers we may: 
say that seedlings raised from seada sawn at the

BRIGADIER-GENERAL KILLED BY ROBBERS. 

News having reached Loongmoon on the L1th 
instant that a band of robbers wera encamped 
ata neighbouring village, called Sam Liang 
Wan, the Brijedier-General, or Loongmoon 
Ltp-Coi, immediately proceeded there at the 
head of an expeditionary party. On reaching 
the village he was informed that the miscreants | 
had left for the next village, called Ping Ngan. 
‘te continued the march thither ia double haste, 
The robbers. on the approach of the soldiers, 
showed a bold front, firing on the troops with 
such determination that some forty men and 
the Brigadier-General were killed, and the 
remainder of the force, being then demoralised, 
escaped to Yamchow. A telegram was at once

Lhe Sanitary Surveyor (Mr. J. J. Bry n) 
answered :— 

The drainage of both these blocks of property 
lias been designed with a view of preventing an 
excessive amount of rain water from entering 
the sewers, and of diverting it to the storm 
water drains. In the block in Caine 
Road each yard is provided with two 
trapped inlets to aa underground drain ; 
these two inlets receive the waste waters 
rom the bath rooms and kitchens. Through the 
centre of the yards runs a surface channel which 
is intended to take the rain water from one half 
of the roofs of the houses, tha other half 
being taken down the front of tha houses by rain 
water pipes which discharge into the Govern- 
ment side channel in Caine Road, This surface 
channel has a trap fixed at ifs lower end, to 
intercept any sullage water {hat may find its 
way intodhe channel. This trap is connected to 
the sewer and the channel is counected to the 
sewer, and the chanuel is continued beyond this 
trap and discharges into the Government side 
channel in Caine Road. ‘Tha rain water from 
the servants’ quarters is carried off by the surface 
channel ‘in the lane at rear. In the case of the 
Des Vosux Road block the sullage water from 
kitchen and bath rooms is brought into an 
underground drain, which rous down the lane, 
of houses, and is con- 
nected with the sewer in Douglas Street. Half 
the rain water from the roofs of honses in 
Connaught Road is conducted into the yards, 
aud carried off by surface channels into & muin 
turface channel laid inthe lane. The dry 
weather flow of this channel ig interrupfed 
from-this storm water drain, ‘Tha vel of the 
yards of houses in Des Vaux Roail did not 
permit of the rain water being taken into the 
lane, so a surface channel was laid through the 
yards, Auy sullage water which may get into 
this channel is intercepted by a trap fixed ia the 
yard of the west end house, and the storm 
overflow is connected to the Government 
channel in Vonglas S:rest, The advantages 
of this system are:—a mivimum quantity of 
sewors and the 
sullage water is prevented from: entering the 
storm water draius. Provided that the {enants 
do not misuse the system I do not think it hus 
any disadvantages. 

Dr. Pearse, replyiog {o the third question, 
said he was prepared to grant that the drainage

Since our last’ meeting fires 
have been numerons, and the balances at credit 
of working account on 3ist December 1902,

this amount in the manuer stated in the report, 
viz :—paying a dividend of $22.50 per share, 
Which will absorb $180,000, and adding the 
balance, $15,390.52, to the reserve fund, 
which will then staud at S1,1702S8X, and I 
trust this appropriation meets ‘with your ap- 
proval. As regards the 103 account, you will 
be pleased to note that the balance on 31st 
December is in excess of that for the past ten 


years. Since the accounts were made up loss:s 

estimated at about $24,000 have been incurred. 

I trust, however, tho year's risks wil! run off 

with not more than an avorage of losses, and 
that at our next meeting we shall be able to 
present you with a more favourable showing 
than to-day. You will notice in the accounts 
an item under the headings :.—° Japanese 
Government Deposit." This représents the 
equivalent of 100,000 yeu demanded by the 

- Japanese Government from all insurance 
companies doing busivess in that country. We 
had either to comply with that demand, or 
retire ; we decided to continue our ~business 
there, and have deposited the requisite sum with 
the Government. Since the several bonds were 
purchased, they have, owing to the war, which 
unhappily is now going on, somewhatdepreciated 
in value, and it may be necessary to provide for 
this depreciation in the 1913 account. I do not 
know of anything I can usefully add, but shall 
be pleased to answer any questions that may be 
asked.

NAVAL FUNERAL. AT HONGKONG. 


Carpenter Sneller, of H.M.S. Glory, was 
buried with Naval honours at Happy Vallay on 
the Sth instant, the funeral being a most 
impressive one. As it passed down to the 
burial ground when uumerous spectators were 
watching various games on the recreation fields. 
quite a large number of civilians followed to the 
cemetery. Or.ler of procession was as follows: =: 
A Naval officer, marines from the Glory, band 
of H:M.S. Leviathan; o gun's-crew, dragging 
along a gun-carriage on which was placer 
the coffin; the mourners (blue-jackels, with 
officers bringing up the rear); and finally 
civilians, ‘The coffin, covered with the Union 
Jack, was surmounted with some very handsome 
wreaths of flowers; a sailor carried another, 
Which was encased in a glass frama Marching 
to the grave-yard in this procession, marines 
with their rifles sloping downward, and the 
band playing the funeral march to the s'ow 
‘beat, of tha big drum, one could not help being 
impressed. Un arriviug at theentrance of the 
cemetery, the marines lined out to allow the 
cofiu and procession to pass, and the band 
stopped playing. When at the grave, Mr. 
Gordon-Vaudin, chaplain of the Glory, pro- 
ceeded with the ceremony, the sailors joiniog in 
such familiar words as thoge of the Lord's Prayer. 
‘To finish up three vol'eys were fired into the air, 
between bugle calls. Included in tho officers 
present were Captain the Kt, Hon. W. G. Stop- 
ford, Commander Hopwood, and Lieutenants 
Rymer, Kingston, and Hardy. They wore full- 
dress (cocked-hats); midshipmen, white cap- 
covers. Returning home the band played music 
as they marched. ; 

‘The deceased came ont {o China recently on 
H.M.S Kiug Alfred, and was transferred to the 
Glory. Hedied on Thursday night, having, it 
is supposed, falleu from a balcony in the Naval 
Canteen. The b dy was discovered lifeless, 
head lying in.a pool of blood, at 4.a.m, last Fri- 
day, by a policeman on pa‘rol, The deceased, 
it appears, had engaged a room at the Canteen 
for the night. When discovered he was minus 
hat and coat, which were afterwards found in 
his bed-room. It seems that he must have 
fallen over the verandah on the’ second 
story. As telegraph and telephone wires wera 
damaged, he, presumably, came in contact with 

them. At the mortuary it was discovered that 
he had a broken arm and fractured skull.

Mesara. Noel, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trado 
Report of 25th February, states :—Since the date 
of our last Report the Native New Year hulidays 
intervened and suspened trade entirely for a weck. 
The annual settlement of accounts appears to 
have been satisfactorily arranged in almost all 
branches of business, the only one that suffered 
at all heavily being Silk. Tea did well, and also 
Banking, while the Piece Gouds dealers managed 
_ to divide about a million and a half of taels, 
; though perhaps not very evenly. Still, consider- 
ing the very exceptionally trying times they 
went through during the last thirteen moons, it is 
a matter for congratulation that the result was so 
good, and will enable the trade to be carried no, 
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even during the depressing period at present 
ahead of it, with more confidence and hopefulness 
than would otherwise have been the case. The 
apprehensiveness that not unnaturally existed 
concerning the future course of trade, on account 
of the political situation has been somewhat 
allayed by the initial suecesses of the Japanese 
fleet, whereby interport trade will be less liable 
to interruption; and but for the unfortunate 
presence in Port of an isolated Russian gunboat 
intercourse with Japaa by the steamers of that 
country could be resummed. The River trade is 
quite unimpeded, and although the Insurance 
Companies are charging as much as two per cent. 
for war risk on goods in Chinese steamers, and a 
half per cent. on English steamers for the Northern 
Ports it seems to be quite unnecessary. The market 
nominally opened on the 22nd inst. with a few of the 
usual complimentary purchases, but buyers appear 
to have found some difficulty in finding importers 
with available cargo who were willing to sell. 
However, some 1,500 packages have been booked, 
chiefly medium makes of Grey and White Shirt- 
ings of all weights. Buyers then stopped to see 
what the resulta of the auctions would be, and, 
considering Exchange was fully 5% lower when 
the last Yuen Fong sale took place, the prices 
realised this morning were distinctly satisfactory, 
although it must not be overlooked that the 
quantity was considerably reduced. The financial 
position, not only here but all over China, promises 
to be the great drawback to trade again this year. 
The Native Banks have been unusually late in 
starting business, although nominally opened, and 
the distribution of credits'to their constituents is 
greatly restricted. : They have found it very 
difficult to get in outstanding accounts and, it is 
said, are short fully ten lacs that should have 
come down from Newchwang before settling day, 
hut unfortunately the outbreak of hostilities caused 
such a serious drop in Exchange there, it was 
impossible to remit. Tientsin is not yet out of 
the wood, and in spite of her seomingly growing 
prosperity. is just as devuid of moncy and credit as 
ever, many of the old accounts carricd. over from 
19U2 beiny still owing to the Banks here, - It is to 
he anticipatod in consequence that business with 
that market will continue to be a hand to mouth 
one, only such goods being sent up as are required 
for immediate conumption, and for which cash 
can he paid. The prospects for trade with the 
-Yangtsze Ports are very good indeed, but for the 
back of financial facilitics. Shippers are ready 
and anxious to send'gouds to Corea, but there are 
nu means of doing so at present. No doubt that 
will bo managed when the Japanese steamers 
resume their running. The river Peiho is reported 
open unusually curly, and-already steamers have 
been despatched from here, but taking only about 
5,000 bales of Yarn and Piece Goods, of which the 
former comprise the bulk. The Tugs and lighters 
were to have been undocked yesterdiy, and the 
steamers are expected to get up to the Bund this 
spring tide. Moderate supplies have already been 
going up via Ching-Wan-Tao. The Man- 
chester market is firm at tho slight reduc- 
tion which has taken place there, but 
no orders are going through from this 
under present. circumstances. After dropping 
to 694d. for Mid American, Cotton has since 
recuvered to 7.40d. Egyptian has remained about 
steady at 9,.d. The Export for this month promises 
to he fairly large again, it amounting to 15,000,000 
yards for the two weeks ending the 19th inst. 
The discrepancy in the percentage between the 
quantity and value of Yarns is significant, and 
plainly shows either that manufacturers must 
have been supplied with raw Cotton for“ weaving 
purposes at moderate rates, or spinners of Export 
Yarn were able tocommand relatively much higher 
prices than the weavers. Thero is very little _ 
reliable news of the New! York market, 

enquiries for quotations only evoking’ quite 
impossible prices. The trade will have to 
eke out’ what there is here already, for a 
fair quantity of the goods ordered in the late 
Autumn were resold in New York,.and since the 
19th October the shipments to China havo only 
heen 8.353 packages, a portion of which arrived 
hefore the close of last year. ‘The market for 
Indian Yarns has been active at an advances, a 
fair quantity of No. 103. being taken for Tien- 
tsin and Chefoo and the balance for the 
River Ports. Local spinnings ar: neglectsd
